January 4, 1944

Also , the Newsletter is to contain information regarding 
the 10,000 deaths per week in Bengal, from starvation, and 
is to urge people to make contributions through the A.F.S.C., 
who already have a service program in said state. Contri¬

Attention of the Church Federation,(Muelder), Bruce McGuire, 
and the Socialist Party, is to be called to the above, in 
letters from the seOretary. 

Dillon llyer of the W.R.A, is to be in Los Angeles January 
21 through the 28th, and is to speak in Town Hall on the 
night of the 21st. The secretary was requested to arrange 
a breakfast with Mr, Myer, if possible. 

Discussion of the race question consumed a good portion of 
the Committee Meeting, resulting in the appointment of a sub¬ 
committee, composed of Walter Muelder, Floyd Covington, and 
Willis Fisher, to re-think our whole approach, and make 
recommendations for action, 

George Maurer was appointed chairman of the Sub-Committee on 
Camps, and he was empowered to choose a committee of five, 
with whom he could plan for our summer activities, Ted Evans, 
Norman Taylor, and Walter Raitt were suggested as helpers of 
experience, Raitt in particular was suggested as business 
manager. 

Two records (four sides), "An Invasion of California," repre¬ 
senting long and careful effort on the part of F.O.R. actors 
and radio people, headed by Hugh Beaumont, and John Laing, 
were played. It was moved; "That they be approved for exclu¬ 
sive use with groups interested in exploring non-violent sub¬ 
stitutions for war."

Dear Mr. Page: 

The Curriculum Committee has authorized the issuance of a new 
series of Older Young People's Elective courses. In format these 
will be similar to the four units by Cheverton on "The Bible and 
Social Living." The first of these is to be ready for use in the 
fall quarter of this year. 

We are asking you to write this unit for us. I am sending 
you the description of the unit which has been approved by our° 
Curriculum Committee. You will understand, of course, that this 
description is in no sense an outline of the course, but is to 
be the official guiding document. In other words, the factors 
mentioned here must be taken into account. 

The unit is to be thirteen sessions in length. There is to 
be only one piece of material for both pupil and teacher and it 
will appear as a paper bound book of ninety-six pages. There 
are eighty-eight pages actually devoted to the treatment of the 
lesson. Allowing for titles, sub-headings, etc., you may figure 
on about 300 words per page. Each new lesson should begin at 
the top of a page. That will mean that you may have seven pages 
for most of the lessons but that some of them must be held to 
six pages. 

Each chapter should begin with some Scirpture passage which 
in a genuine way sets the tone for the theme of that chapter and 
is more than mere supplementary material. 

There is a possibility that we may include a few simple line 
drawings as illustrations if you have suggestions for these. In 
this case, it will be necessary for you to allow space for the

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drawings. 

This unit must, of course, take into account the current 
SElefie. It is expected, however, that the course will stand 
for about ten years; so an effort should be made not to make 
it so timely that it will be dated a year from now. 

While these electives are being prepared primarily for 
older young people, it is our hope that they may also be used by 
regular adult classes who so desire. Consequently the young 
people's emphasis should not be too pronounced. 

This description was brought up before the issuance of 
Dr. Fosdick's book, "On Being a Real Person." Because of the marked 
similarity, it is thought that this unit should have a different 
title from the one approved by the Curriculum Committee. We will 
be happy to have your suggestions as to a new title. 

The absolute deadline on which I can possibly receive this 
copy in time to release it to the printer is June 1. I am sorry 
to ask you to do such a big job on such a short schedule. How¬ 
ever, the outline just got through the devious processifl^ of 
the Curriculum Committee, and now the production date is ugently 
upon us. We can think of no person in the brotherhood who could 
do this job as effectively as you and make the contribution which 
you are capable of making. The writer's fee for this unit is 
$200.00. ’Will you please let me know soon whether or not you can 
do this? We ask the writers of these units to submit for our 
consideration a tentative outline of the course, before they be¬ 
gin writing. Allowing for time that we must be out of the office, 
we should have about two weeks for the consideration of this 
outline. I shall not give you any date on which this would be 
due except at your own convenience, that is*, allow time for us to 
have it and get it back to you and still give you time to do the 
job of writing. 

If you can find it possible to do this for us, you will be 
making a real contribution to the life of our brotherhood. We 
certainly hope that you can do it.

1 • Desired outomce - 

T'he desired outcome of this unit is (l) an awareness of the 
significant forces which release or thwart personality (and a 
desire to learn more about these forces); (2) the ability to cope 
with the situations which thwart the development of wholesome 
personalityq and (3) the cultivation of the resources of Christian 
faith for the mastery of life. 

2 . Description of unit - 

By a popular but scientifically acceptable survey of the 
significant forces which thwart or release personality, this unit 
should help the student ll) understand the effect of these forces upon 
his life; (2) determine to develop a wholesome Christian personal¬ 
ity; (3) learn techniques which are religiously and psychologically 
sound for fullest personal development. This unit should be written 
from the practical point of view. Some principles it can only in¬ 
troduce, but it should create the desire for further study. It 
should help the realize that the Christian way of life makes 

for the most whalescjme, competent personality. 

3 . Factors to be considered - 

A. Desire of every person for fullest possible development 
and expression of his personality. 

1. Christian doctrine of worth of personality 

2. j^ight of every man to this development. 

B. Factors which thwart development of personality 

1. Unwholesome family and cultural background 

2. Discrimination based on racial, religious, 

cultural, or economic differences. 

3. Economic conditions (a decent living is the material 

base for the good life) 

4. Fear of war in time of peace; effect on soldiers 

in combat - wounds, psychoneuroses; effect on 

society - hatred, fear, sorrow, moral lapse. 

5. Liquor and narcotics 

6. Prevalent tolerance toward sexual license. 

7. Dispositions of the spirit - harmful effect of 

selfishness, uncontrolled temper, impurity, pride, 

laziness, etc. 

C. Factors which release 

1. Opportunity to have enriching fellowship with other 

persons 

2. Sound economic base 

3. Christian faith and way of life 

4. "wholesome family life 

5. Education and culture 

6. Good health 

7. Participation in building Christian Social order

I am very much interested in the series of retreat you are planning during the 
summer, and I have checked three possible dates and places which would oe con¬ 
venient for my wife, and myself if "we can know of the certainty of the place 
vdthin the next month or so* 'fill we he able to know for certain that one of 
the retreats will be held at the suggested site at that time? 


I attended the retreat you held at Columbus, Ohio a few years ago with my wife 
and a number of students from our Wesley Foundation at Ohio State university. 

You may remember the group that brought its lunch and took up much of your time 
discussing some of the issues at that time. I was very much pleased with the way 
the retreat was carried out and so were the students present. That experience 
has led me to a belief that we should have some such experience for the youth 
leaders with a number of adults to be sure, but a sufficiently large percentage 
of youth so that there would not be adult ideas and fancies in a too large percent. 
Would you be interested - say a year from this summer in helping our National Con¬ 
ference carry out one or two or three possible retreat primarily for our youth 
leaders? Of course it would not be limited to our own denomination, but would be 
an effort to secure the sort experience which would motiviate a real movement of 
youth based upon fellowship rather than organist!on. Of course, organisation is 
necessary to carry certain of o\ir activities m&F I feel that it rather submerges 
the' real emphasis upon spiritual fellowship that ought to be the motivating force 
within the lives of our youth. If you feel at all favorable about this suggestion, 
would you care to send me some suggestions as to how this might be done, the nature 
of the retreat and whether or not you could assist in some of them. Also, what 
expense would be involved from your standpoint in carrying through such leadership? 
I would like to have our council consider this at their next meeting which comes 
about the middle of February and although this is rather a short notice, if you 
have any thoughts of the matter, I would appreciate receiving them so that I could 
share them with the group at that time. We would need to start planning between 
now and summer for a year from this summer if we are to make our retreat the sort 
of thing that I have in mind. 

There is something that just occurred to me which I would like to ask you about. 
When I was at the Wesley Foundation at Ohio State University, we ordered a number

My dear Kirby: 


As you may know the government has now set up two camps 
for C.Os. - one at Mancos, Colorado and the second at Lapine, Oregon. 

Some months ago I was instrumental in having the Rev. Christian H. Kehl 
appointed chaplain at Mancos. We of the Federal Council assumed 
responsibility for his salary - $200 per month. Mr. Kehl tockhis wife 
to Mancos and the two of them are living outside the Camp area. For one 
reason or another it may be necessary for me to suggest that a change be 
made at Mancos. Also - Selective Service is looking to us to furnish 
a chaplain for the camp at Lapine, Oregon. 

The question is this - do you know of a minister who might 
consider an appointment as chaplain to either one of these camps at a 
modest salary, say one hundred dollars a month? The need for the moment 

is more urgent at Lapine than at Mancos. 1 would prefer a man who had 
been out of school a little while and one who would look upon this camp 
situation as a very real challenge. It is a difficult assignment and the 
person doing work of this kind would have to have a sense of mission. 

Whether or not the person is himself a C.O. is not important. The important 
thing is that he have an understanding mind and an aptitude for pastoral 
counselling. 

Should you have any recommendations to make I would appreciate 
hearing from you at your early convenience.

In his oration on Areopagus, dt. Paul declared that Goa had made all men of 
one blood so that they might seek and find Him together; and this declaration 
remains to this day.the classical, clue to the right significance and conduct of 
life. In these days, however, it would appear that the chief end of man is mass 
fratricide; and all the science and technical skill that mankind has acquired 
with the years is - devoted to the service of Death. In our time, as never before, 
war is showing itself in its logical colors. In the first World War, some shreds 
of the rules of war were observed to the end. Laws, of war are intrinsically 
paradoxical; but so far as they went, they bore witness to the survival of some 
fragments of a Christian conscience among the combatants. But today the last 
shred of conscience appears to have disappeared. The contesting parties have 
apparently cast off all the former decencies and chivalries, save among their 
own comrades. 

Something of this story is told in the following pages, and it is hoped that 
it may move its readers to do something about it. In some way it should be 
possible to apprise the public authorities of the grave and mounting anxiety of 
ordinary folk as they daily read the story of incessant bombing in Europe, In 
the meantime, Christian people should be moved to examine themselves concerning 
their participation in this carnival of death — even though they be thousands 
of miles away. Here surely there is a call to repentance; that we have not 
acquainted ourselves with the verities and realities of what is being done in 
our name in Europe; and surely Christian obligation calls upon us to pray 
incessantly to God that He in His own way may bid the winds and waves of war be 
still.

Housen P. Armstrong 

Housen P. Armstrong, 68, one of Atchi¬ 
son’s leading citizens and a man who was 
beloved by all of Northeast Kansas, died 
Jan. 28, after a five-week illness. For 38 
years he was an elder at the First Church, 
Atchison, and he was active oh» the church 
board for an even longer period. From 
1908 to 1928 he was general superintend¬ 
ent of the Sunday school. He was made 
superintendent emeritus at a special Arm¬ 
strong Day Service in 1928 when he re¬ 
linquished the work to jmunger leadership. 
On that day his two preacher sons oc¬ 
cupied the pulpit and each spoke. 

One of 13 children in the family of 
William and Martha E. Armstrong, Housen 
Parr Armstrong was born Nov. 17, 1875, 
in Andrew County, Kan.

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The “Dreadful Expedient

The score and more, of well known Amer¬ 
ican clergymen, peace workers and others 
who have given their support to Vera Brit¬ 
tain's anguished protest against the “dread¬ 
ful expedients” of the air war on Germany 
are wrestling with the oldest and most in¬ 
soluble problem of philosophy and ethics— 
the basic problem of good and evil—but they 
are wrestling with it even more helplessly 
than most in this world which evil has 
made so terrible. What civilized mind does 
not recoil from the horrors and agonies 
which the Allied bombs scatter as they fall? 
But of what use is it to cry out one's “grave 
and mounting anxiety,” to exclaim that 
“the public authorities” should be apprised 
of these emotions, to issue calls “for re¬ 
pentance”? There could be no more futile 
an evasion of the moral issue. “Anxieties” 
and “repentance” are no substitute for de¬ 
cision; “public authorities” can relieve 'no 
one of the responsibility of facing for him¬ 
self the facts as* they exist or making the 
bitter chdices which are all that the real 
world presents. 

That responsibility cannot be evaded by 
words, however humanely meant. To accept 
Miss Brittain’s argument that only “abso¬ 
lute certairity” that the bqmbing . will 
shorten the war can justify the continu¬ 
ance of the air war in itself involves a ter¬ 
rible responsibility—for the hundreds of j 
thousands of Allied lives, for the added 
years of torture and misery that might 
have to be given while waiting for “cer¬ 
tainty” in a world where nothing is certain. 
Most would prefer to reverse the dictum 
and $ay that bombing cannot be halted 
short of absolute certainty that it will not 
save a single Allied life or lessen the war’s 
length by a single day. But no argument— 
not even the argument from the enormous 
sufferings which the Germans and Japa¬ 
nese, who willed the war, have inflicted 
upon mankind—can supply a final answer 
to the problem of evil. One thing only we 
know., It is that an immense evil has been 
released upon the world which can only be 
fought by those who have the will and ! 
courage to fight it. Perhaps the problem: 
cannot be answered. But the decision can 
be escaped by none.

Dear Kirby: 

Your note and the Information regarding summer retreats 
came several days ago. I must report that at present Mrs. Hunter 
and I do not think that we shall be able to attend one of these 
retreats. The ones nearest us come early In the summer, and our 
only possible time for a vacation would be in the late summer. 

I am keeping the schedule and shall ask for a reservation even at 
the eleventh hour if we find it possible to attend. 

I have been hoping that you would come this way again some¬ 
time this spring. People are going very rapidly, especially the 
young people to the Army and to work opportunities. It seems that 
before long we shall have mostly children and the older people. 

The first people to find work outside were those who went to factory 
and day labor Jobs. Now the movement is toward farms. Those who had 
business establishments on the West Coast and professional people 
like dentists are finding it the most difficult to establish them¬ 
selves outside. 

The fact that more than twenty thousand people have gone 
from these centers without being insulted by anybody outside is 
evidence that the American people are accepting them in*rather 
remarkable way. This is encouraging; if it were not for certain 
agitators, the movement would be much easier. Of late, I have been 
most distressed, because a great many people have requested 
expatriation and repatriation without having the least interest in 
Japan or any antagonism toward America. They simply do not feel 
that they can make a go of it if they follow WRA resettlement 
program and locate as families since they do not speak English. 

Please come this way if you can. I think that the evacuees 
need a message from you. I know that I do.

Dear Mr. Page, 

I am writing to you concerning several matters, and I hope 
that you will have the time to consider my various requests, which 
I put forth without even knowing you.or more accurately, with¬ 

out ;■ our knowing me. I say that, because I remember very well your 
visit to our camp (Elkton) last year, and the'pleasure that I had 
in listenin''; to you. I believe that it'was one of your books that 
decided me on my present C.P.S. career, and your son-in-law, Galt 
kaitt and I are fairly well acquainted, a3 I am an ex-Pasadena Jun¬ 
ior College man. So I feel like I knew you very -well, after all. 

First, 1 got some copies of an article by you that was or- 
riginally printed in The Christian Century from Walt liaitt, and I 
am now interested in getting more of these re-prints as I have dis¬ 
tributed all the ones he gave me. I mean the one "Empty The Relo¬ 
cation Centers!" If \ ou have any additional copies available for 
distribution, I' could use about 30 of them.

I also wanted to ask your advice on the use of such material. 
I am- a member of the C 0 . Calif. American Civil Liberties Union, and 
see by their newspaper that they are starting to ask for the return 
of the evacuees to their homes now, on the basis that military nec- 
esity no longer requires their continued detention. In as much as 
you are more in touch v3th the situation, perhaps you could advise 
me if a letter-writing campaign to friends' and relatives urging the 
return of the evacuees would be a timely thing- to do now. I can 
write to 35 or 40 friends that I know, sending; them a copy of your 
article, and a personal letter urging them to do all they can to 
help empty the relocation centers. If you feel that this is the 
right time for sue): a carnpai ;.n on a large scale. I'm sure that I 
could get other -C.p.b. men here to do the same. 

Secondly, I am looking toward the problems of re-settlement 
of the Japanese-Americans. They will have many problems, and some 

hostility to overcome.especially those who return to California 

Men released from c.p.b. at the end of the war w:i 11 also have econ¬ 
omic difficulties. Therefore I am very much interested in a su- yes 
tion that Japanese-Americans released from the concentration camps 
get together with ex-G.F.S. men and form co-operative communities. 

I would like to see one established somewhere in Los Angeles county 
and would like to be Ion,; to it also. The Japanese-Americans are 
excellent farmers and good business men. The C.P.C. men have had 
several years of experience in communal living, with these combin¬ 
ed, such a co-operative community would have a sound economic base 
and would also have a strong unity within the group. Each.'group 
could learn from the other group in a short time. By having ex-0. 
T.S. men in the community, it would not become known as "that Jap 
place" and the Caucasian members could do most of the meeting of 
the public until sraoothe public relations had been established. 
There are disadvantages as well as advantages to such an inter-ra¬ 
cial co-operative community set-up, but it seems to me that the ad¬ 
vantages out-we igh the disadvantages by far. 








I would welcome your comments on this proposed 
plan, favorable or unfavorable. you happen to know 

of any Japanese-Americans who are co-operative minded 
1 would like to get in touch with them. The same for 
any C.P.S. men. I feel that- if such things are possible 
and advisable, the interested parties should be doing 
some investigating and planning now. Much preliminary 
planning and work will have to be done, and as much of it 
should be done before the people are released; because 
when we are released is when we will need to start func¬ 
tioning as a community.

It was Harold Grey, I believe, who did something 
similar after World War I. I have never known . hat kind 
of a co-operative it wa3 that Harold Grey started, but 
if it was similar enough to what I am interested in to 
be of some help to me to know about it, perhaps you could 
suggest how I could get in touch with someone who could 
tell me about It. Perhaps I should best write to Harold 
Grey. Do you know his address? 

Tooay I am also writing the Fellowship of Reconci¬ 
liation on this same subject. I hope that they will be 
able to help me with information arid advice also, because 
as you know, that group Is rather co-operative minded also. 

Well, I hope that I have not unduely imposed myself 
on you. I will deeply appreciate any information or ad¬ 
vice that you would be able to give me, and I shall wait 
anxiously to hear from you. Best wishes.

Dear Mr. Page: 

I take the liberty of addressing this letter to you in a 
kind and Christian spirit. I grant that you are sincere but I 
doubt that you are right, in some of your positions and spine of 
your conclusions. 

In regard to the Negro question, I would make these comments 
that you may or may not agree with. 

1. That each Negro,or any other person white.yellow or black must 
be de^.t with on an "Individual" basis. We should no more sake 

a blanket acceptance of all Negros than we should make a blanket 
denial of them all. Some are worthy while others are not just 
as that is true of our own race. People are incontrovertibly 
unequal. No two people are exactly equal mentally, physically 
or morally. Therefor we pick and we chose those with whom we 
care to associate with. We should do the same with the Negro. 

2. Equality in all of it's aspects must be earned and deserved. We 
expect a white man to earn and deserve it. We do not go to any 
white doctor; we go to those whom we believe, either rightly or 
wrongly, to be the best, those who have earned and who deserve 
our confidence. Negros must act oivil if they expect to be treat¬ 
ed civil. When they do,we should. We snould ffimWri -they don't. 

3* Equality must be obtained in an evolutionary'manner. Fundamental 
changes must come gradually to avdid terrific friction. If they 
come in any other manner,race riots are the answer. The people 
are not ready, and they respond violently and,usually, wrongly. 

After all they muBt be ready for the position of equality before 
they can fill it. We too must be ready and educated to it. 

In regard to winning the Peace, I have these thoughts after 
hearing your two evening lectures in Arkansas City. 

1. The present German Junker-Nazis and the Shinto Japanese can 1 t be 
trusted because they have not been"properly" educated or as you 
might say"indoctrinated". It is there-for necessary to disarm 
them, to put into power the democratic element, and to "educate" 
by all possible means the youth and the adults of those nations 
to the Christian Democratic Ideal. This calls for wise, kind 
and helpful administration. Also firm administration. Unfriendly 
elements must be kept down by force until sufficient friendly 
elements can be educated and put into power. When the re-educated 
friendly elements are sufficiently strong the task of handling 
the gangsters of that nation should be turned over to tham. It is 
our "business" , as world citizens, to see that Gangsterism, Hit¬ 
lerism, Shintoism or any other similar ism does not get started 
either here in the U. 8. A. or in any other nation. It is a weed 
that must be eradicated from the garden of the world. 










2. A negotiated peace 1b not dSBireable. The war must be Won. before 
we can have any chance of building a decent world. A negotiated 
peace would be a false peace, a lull in the fighting, an appease¬ 
ment (that didn't work), an armistice because a negotiated peace 
would leave the Gangsters and their philosophy in power in those 
countries and they would immediately start to prepare for a con¬ 
tinuation of the war as soon as they thdught that they could see 
their way clear to victory. We would not have peace but a worse 
war and slavery if we lost because they will not be guided by our 
"Christian" ideals. For Christian Ideals to have a chance we must 
win the war. We are fighting for that which is right and in this 
sense it is a holy war. It is right to fight for the right. That 
is why we are in this was. Bead the Bible and you will see that 
Christ fought verbally, mentally, morally and even physically for 
that which he thought to be righ|. He fought for the right aB He 
saw the right. He counselled^ admission where that was proper but 
not in all things. Let us finish this war so that we can have a 
clear clean chance to build a better world. It is the only way 
that will work. The way of "trusting'a maniac with a gun definitely 
will not work. We have to take it away from him and treat him in a 
proper manner. 

3. Ae to the winners falling out among themselves and starting a new 
wari That is the^ danger to be avoided if it is humanly possible. 
Russia, Engl andean d America must make every effort to solve any 
and all problems in an atmosphere of good will and dordiality, 
namely, unsiJfishly. This is asking a good deal lait it is not an 
impossibility. Nations have been unselfish in the past. We were^, 
with China; and we can be again with them, with Russia, with Eng¬ 
land and with anyone else if we are wise. 

4. The argument that because we were guilty of error in the past we 
should not condemn Germany or Japan in their errors is fallacious. 
They have no right to do the things that they have done and what 
they have dose is wrong and must be resisted. Because we might 
have done the same thing in the past does not in the least justify 
them. We shouldn't have done it either and we were wrong then. We 
dare not, we must not do it again. Aggression is wrong. Winning 

the war and putting the world to rights is another matter and iB 
not aggression. It is merely putting an end to aggression and giving 
the world aw chance to retain Christian Civilisation. Because you" 
rob a man does not justify^or make right, my robbing one also. If 
I resist you and prevent your robbing him, I have done a good deed. 

I am not a sinner for having resisted evil for if I had stood by and 
let the crime go on in my sight, I,too would be guilty. Guilty of 
the sin of ommission, of not doing right, of not upholding the right. 
Jesus said "Greater Love hath no man than that he lay down his life 
for his friend". That is what our soldiers are doing for us. They 
are saving the lives of millions of people from the forces of bar¬ 
barism. Let us honor them and uphold them and build a rail peace 
based on reality and ideal!sm,both.
